SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


We  wish  to  report  to  the  taxpayers  and  voters  of  the  Town  of  Campton  the  ac- 
complishments of  the  past  year. 

The  cemetery  fence  by  Donald  Hutt's  has  been  repaired.  We  wish  to  express 
our  gratitude  to  the  Boy  Scouts  for  the  donation  of  their  time  painting  the 
fence.  This  certainly  was  a  great  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the  cemet- 
ery. 

The  road  improvement  at  Blair  Cemetery  has  been  done.  We  express  our 
thanks  to  Russell  Palmer  for  donating  his  time  to  operate  the  grader  to  grade 
the  road  and  to  Campton  Sand  and  Gravel,  Inc.  for  donating  some  of  the 
gravel. 

Sirius  Systems  has  the  cable  television  system  installed  in  about  3/4ths  of  the 
planned  area  to  be  covered. 

The  police  cruiser  was  purchased  in  June  as  voted. 

We  have  signed  an  agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  proceed 
with  the  necessary  steps  to  get  Federal  matching  funds  to  replace  Osgood 
Bridge.  The  process  has  to  clear  several  agencies  and,  therefore,  takes  an  un- 
determined length  of  time.  In  the  meantime,  the  $49,500.00  appropriated  in 
1984  has  been  invested. 

We  are  in  the  processing  of  exchanging  the  land  purchased  for  a  salt  shed 
with  Campton  Sand  and  Gravel,  Inc.  The  salt  shed  has  been  constructed  on 
this  land  we  have  negotiated  for  which  adjoins  the  land  where  the  fire  station 
is  located. 

The  Chase  Library  Building  Committee  has  been  working  diligently  on  the 
proposed  library  study.  You  will  find  their  report  and  proposed  plans  elsewhere 
in  the  town  report.

CHASE    MEMORIAL     LIBRARY 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHASE  MEMORIAL 
LIBRARY  BUILDING^COMMITTEE 

Background.  Bertha  Mae  Chase,  late  of  the  "Maple  Cottage  house"  in  the 
lower  village  of  the  Town  of  Campton,  died  December  14,  1977,  and  under 
her  will  bequeathed  the  sum  of  $60,368 .00  to  the  Town  of  Campton  to  build  a 
public  library.  At  the  town  meeting  held  in  March  1978,  a  library  committee 
was  appointed,  and  at  the  adjourned  town  meeting  held  on  October  18,  1978, 
it  was  voted  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  library  committee  and  invest 
said  sum  in  a  four-year  certificate  of  deposit  as  that  was  the  best  investment  av- 
ailable at  that  time. 

At  the  1984  town  meeting  under  Article  3 1 ,  it  was  voted  to  appoint  a  Chase 
Library  Building  Committee  to  study  building  plans,  location  and  costs  and  re- 
port back  with  its  recommendations  at  an  adjourned  town  meeting  to  be  held 
on  September  11,  1984. 

At  the  September  11th  meeting,  the  Chase  Memorial  Library  Building 
Committee  recommended  that  the  library  be  built  on  to  the  school,  and  it  was 
voted  that  the  Committee  investigate  further  and  present  appropriate  warrant 
articles  to  the  Selectmen  to  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  March  1 985  Town 
meeting. 

Committee  Activites.  The  special  library  committee  met  ten  or  more 
times  in  the  period  from  May,  1984  through  February,  1985.  Portions  of  the 
Committee  travelled  to  other  town  libraries,  met  with  the  Campton  School 
Board,  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Campton  School  Building  Needs  Committee 
and  Campton  Town  Counsel,  Daniel  Crean,  Esq.  Additionally,  the  Committee 
reported  its  initial  findings  at  an  adjourned  town  meeting  on  September  1 1 , 
1984  and  held  a  special  hearing  on  January  17,  1985. 

As  preparation  to  the  issues  under  review,  the  Committee  studied  several  op- 
tions and  sources  of  material.  These  included  articles  from  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Library;  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education  and  from  Rep- 
resentative Wayne  King.  These  materials  discussed  the  questions  of  funding, 
centralization,  hours  of  operation,  size  and  agreements  between  towns  and 
school  districts.  Recommendations  on  both  size  of  the  library  and  a  location 
for  it  were  the  principal  goals  of  the  committee  for  presentation  at  the  Sep- 
tember 1 1th  adjourned  town  meeting. 

Size  was  the  easier  of  the  two  goals.  Studies  indicate  that  2,500  square  feet, 
or  10,000  volume  book  library,  was  appropriate  for  a  town  with  a  population 
of  up  to  5,000.  This  would  provide  space  for  both  chidren  and  adult  reading 
areas  plus  a  storage  room  area. 
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Several  options  were  considered  for  location  including  a  gift  of  land  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  current  library,  and  the  purchase  of  land  near  the  elementary 
school.  As  previously  stated,  it  was  the  Committee's  recommendation  to  lo- 
cate the  library  in  front  of  and  attached  to  the  elementary  school.  Though  some 
negatives  are  associated  with  this  recommendation,  (such  as  increased  activ- 
ity in  the  area  of  the  school,  potential  feeling  of  not  belonging  by  adults  and 
need  to  redesign  the  parking  area),  there  are  a  preponderance  of  benefits. 
Those  include: 

location  in  more  populated  part  of  the  community; 

shared  use  of  school  and  library  staff,  and  combine  school  and  community 
service; 

increased  number  of  open  hours  because  of  staffing; 

reduced  cost  of  heating  and  maintenance; 

no  cost  for  land; 

reduced  cost  of  construction; 

increased  use  of  the  library  by  students;  and 

by  building  a  library  on  to  the  school  this  would  free  up  classroom  space, 
and  would  temporarily  eliminate  the  need  to  build  an  addition  on  to  the 
school. 

Following  the  adjourned  meeting  the  committee  explored  the  issues  of  de- 
sign and  funding.  The  Selectmen  authorized  the  expenditure  of  $l  ,000.00  to 
hire  Architect's  Workshop  to  investigate  possible  library  designs  and  provide 
floor  and  site  plans  for  the  new  library.  As  you  will  see  from  the  plans  in  this 
town  report,  the  library  design  provides  for  a  lobby  with  a  display  case  with  en- 
trances to  the  school  and  the  library,  a  building  of  2,664  square  feet  (36'  x 
74'),  stack  space  against  the  east  wall,  windows  on  the  west  wall,  two  seating 
areas,  a  bathroom,  a  fireproof  storage  room,  and  an  office. 

The  total  cost  of  library  construction  is  estimated  to  be  $165,000.00  with 
the  sum  of  $103,354.00  available  from  the  Chase  Library  fund.  The  Commit- 
tee is  suggesting  that  $20,000.00  be  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds  of  the  town  leaving  $41 ,646.00  to  be  raised  from  taxes.  Also  the  Com- 
mittee has  just  learned  that  the  Public  Library  Construction  Act  has  been  re- 
funded for  fiscal  year  1985,  and  an  application  has  been  filed  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  of  Campton  by  the  Librarian  and  Library  Trustees  with  the  State  Library. 
We  will  not  know  if  our  library  project  will  qualify  for  any  of  the  funds  avail- 
able under  the  Public  Library  Construction  Act  probably  until  late  spring.  Of 
course,  whatever  sum,  if  any,  is  granted  will  be  used  to  offset  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxes. 

Recommendations.  The  Library  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Chase  Memorial  Library  be  built  as  shown  on  the  plans  prepared  by  Ar- 
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chitect's  Workshop  on  the  grounds  of  the  Campton  Elementary  School.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  expenditure  as  de- 
scribed in  the  warrant  articles  for  the  reasons  previously  noted  in  this  report. 

In  addition  to  the  findings  previously  discussed,  the  School  Building  Needs 
Committee  is  endorsing  the  recommendation  to  begin  construction  of  the  li- 
brary this  summer  in  order  to  free  up  badly  needed  space  within  the  school.  If 
construction  of  the  library  is  authorized,  the  school  will  move  its  books  and 
librarian  into  the  town  library  freeing  up  space  for  classroom  use.  Without  this 
space,  a  recommendation  for  school  construction  may  be  necessary.  Thus,  it  is 
the  Chase  Memorial  Library  Building  Committee's  conclusion  that  the  war- 
rant articles  concerning  the  library  are  financially  advisable  and  will  result  in 
a  productive  benefit  for  the  Town  of  Campton.

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CAMPTON  PLANNING  BOARD 


This  year  the  Campton  Planning  Board  approved  three  subdivision  requests 
including  one  leasing  subdivision  which  were  initiated  in  1983.  In  addition, 
we  approved  eight  normal  subdivision  requests,  two  condominium  subdivi- 
sions and  undertook  four  site  plan  reviews.  Three  of  these  were  approved. 
There  are  currently  three  subdivision  requests  which  have  been  initiated,  but 
will  be  decided  in  1985. 

The  total  amount  of  revenue  brought  in  was  $1,587.00  with  expenditures 
for  Planning  Board  Business  which  totalled  $1 ,474.59.  This  includes  postage 
and  filing  fees.  The  balance  of  this  account  reverts  to  the  Town  of  Campton  for 
other  Planning  Board  expenses. 

More  and  more  problems  and  opposition  are  being  encountered  with  sub- 
divisions and  site  plan  reviews  occurring  in  the  Town  of  Campton.  The  process 
of  investigating  and  deciding  on  the  requests  for  subdivisions  and  site  plan  re- 
views is  taking  more  and  more  time.  The  Board  has  had  no  time  to  work  on  the 
master  plan  to  any  great  extent  this  year.  In  addition,  public  support  for  the 
master  plan  and  help  with  the  master  plan  has  been  severely  lacking.  The 
Board  hopes  that  this  will  change  in  1 985 ,  but  we  are  not  optimistic  about  it.

REPORT  FOR  1984 


Again  it  is  time  for  us  to  write  the  Fire  Department  report  for  the  Town  Re- 
port. 

You  will  find  a  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  as  well  as,  Chief 
Robert  Mardin's  report  on  fire  calls  answered,  on  another  page. 

We  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  cut  our  budget  by 
10%  from  the  1983  budget.  We  commissioners  asked  the  other  department  to 
do  the  same  in  the  years  ahead. 

We  must  admit  we  have  been  very  fortunate  that  we  have  had  no  major  ex- 
penses such  as  fires  with  loss  of  a  lot  of  equipment.  There  were  no  major  ex- 
penses on  the  equipment.  We  did  bring  all  our  equipment  up  to  top  shape  this 
year. 

The  State  laws  have  changed  on  air  packs  and  we  must  purchase  new  ones 
at  once  and  get  the  old  ones  brought  up  to  pass  the  safety  laws. 

Our  major  need  is  another  tanker  to  replace  the  old  1951  International 
tanker  which  has  served  us  well  over  the  years. 

The  commissioners  are  looking  around  for  another  tanker.  We  may  find  a 
good  used  one  to  fill  the  bill. 

The  department  still  needs  men  to  fill  the  needs  of  the  Fire  Department.  If 
anyone  is  interested  please  get  in  touch  with  the  Chief  or  Deputy  Chief. 

The  Commissioners,  on  behalf  of  the  Fire  Department,  want  to  thank  all  the 
people  of  Campton  and  Thornton  for  their  help  over  the  year.  We  owe  a  lot  to 
the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the  Fire  Department.  Again  this  year,  the  Firemen's 
Auxiliary  has  purchased  much  needed  equipment.  We  could  not  get  along  with 
such  success  without  them.

B.  To  authorize  the  withdrawal  and  expenditure  of  $20,000.00  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  as  a  further  off-set;

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State  Legislature  90 
years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  effort  between  city  and  town  governments  and  State  government. 
It  simply  stated  that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the  ground  is  free  of 
snow,  without  the  written  permission  of  the  town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This 
law  also  stated  that  anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be 
liable  for  the  damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1 ,000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it  has  remained 
unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  be  au- 
thorized by  the  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  per- 
mit when  one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  suppression  costs 
and  subject  to  a  $1 ,000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  significantly  to  our  na- 
tionally recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss  record.

The  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  wishes  again  to  extend  to  Campton 
an  invitation  to  become  a  member  of  our  home  health  care  services.  This  ser- 
vice is  becoming  more  and  more  important  in  the  health  field,  statistics  prov- 
ing that  hospitalization  costs  are  reduced  by  having  home  health  care  services 
available  in  our  community. 

During  1984,  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  supplied  Campton 
with  the  following  health  services: 

Skilled  Nursing  Home  Visits  436 

Physical  Therapy  Visits  141 

Speech  Therapy  Visits  1 8 

Professional  Home  Health  Aide  Visits  108 

Trained  Homemaker  Visits  506 

Immunization  clinics  are  held  bi-montly,  on  the  second  Wednesday  at  the 
American  Legion  Hall  in  Plymouth  for  all  member  towns.  Total  immuniza- 
tions given  to  Campton  residents  numbered  23. 

The  infant  Car  Seat  Program  initiated  in  April,  1982  by  Pemi-Baker  has 
been  extremely  successful.  Car  seats  for  infants  are  required  by  law  and  any  re- 
sident of  Campton  in  need  of  an  infant  car  seat  should  contact  the  Agency  lo- 
cated on  Highland  Street.  This  year  two  Campton  residents  took  advantage  of 
this  service. 

The  Hospice  program  instituted  in  1982,  is  another  service  offered  to 
Campton  residents.  This  program  provides  support  to  the  family  of  a  termi- 
nally ill  patient.  If  such  services  are  needed  by  our  residents,  do  not  hesitate  to 
call  on  Pemi-Baker  for  help. 

The  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  looks  forward  to  serving  Campton 
residents  and  your  needs  in  1985.

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REPORT  OF  GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Grafton  County: 

Grafton  County  Commissioners  submit  the  following  report  in  a  continued 
effort  to  communicate  with  you  on  a  more  direct  basis. 

The  county  fiscal  year  1985  tax  rate  to  towns  increased  by  6.7%,  mainly 
due  to  increased  liabilities  and  mandates  for  services.  One  reason  is  that  the 
child  placement  budget  has  escalated  from  $40,000  in  fiscal  year  1982  to  over 
$250,000  in  fiscal  year  1985.  These  costs  are  a  direct  result  of  RSA  169  when 
towns  succeeded  in  getting  laws  changed  to  place  financial  responsibility  on 
the  counties.  Also,  the  settlement  statute,  RSA  164,  was  changed  regarding 
accumulating  days  for  settlement,  so  that  once  the  County  has  liability,  the  lia- 
bility now  remains  with  the  County  indefinately.  In  addition,  as  experienced 
by  towns  and  cities,  the  cost  of  nursing  care  has  rapidly  increased  because  of 
reduced  federal  and  state  funding,  and  will  continue  to  increase  at  the  local 
level  with  property  taxes  funding  more  of  these  services  in  the  future. 

We  anticipate  some  budget  relief  with  the  new  unified  court  system  as  soon 
as  total  costs  of  the  court  operations  are  fully  funded  by  the  State  as  intended 
in  the  legislation. 

Because  of  the  increasing  unfunded  mandated  services  and  the  unknown  na- 
ture of  federal  and  state  participation  in  those  mandated  services,  it  becomes 
more  difficult  each  year  to  budget  in  a  realistic  manner  -  a  problem  shared  in 
common  with  towns  and  cities. 

We  are  continuing  energy  conservation  measures,  with  appreciable  cost  sav- 
ings to  the  taxpayers.  Window  modification,  with  a  five  year  payback,  is  one 
of  our  long  term  conservation  measures,  as  well  as  modification  to  the  heating 
control  system. 

Correctional  needs  and  facilities  are  continually  monitored  and  reviewed  to 
comply  with  current  standards  and  regulations.  Studies  have  been  completed 
and  new  construction  was  not  recommened  at  this  time. 


In  accordance  with  federal  revenue  sharing  requirements,  all  county 
facilities  and  services  are  regularly  reviewed  for  compliance  with  handicap 
regulations. 
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The  Commissioners  hold  regular  weekly  meetings  every  Monday  and  en- 
courage public  attendance.  Grafton  County  budget  is  processed  through  May 
and  June  and  the  Commissioners  welcome  input  and  strongly  recommend 
your  attendance  at  the  public  hearing  normally  held  in  mid-June.

Note  1.  Nature  of  the  Organization  and  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

Nature  of  the  organization: 

Waterville  Estates  Village  District  is  incorporated  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire.   Its  original  charge  was  to  collect  taxes  and  use  those 
funds  for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  common  area  roads  and  the 
water  system  within  the  District  area.   The  District  has  also  been 
established  for  the  additional  purposes  of  construction,  maintenance 
and  care  of  parks  and  commons;  the  maintenance  of  activities  for 
recreational  promotion;  the  control  of  pollen,  insects  and  pests;  and 
the  appointing  and  employment  of  watchmen  and  police  officers. 

Significant  accounting  policies: 

Fund  accounting: 

The  accounts  of  the  District  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds  and 
account  groups,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  accounting 
entity.   The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a  sep- 
arate set  of  self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  lia- 
bilities, fund  equity,  revenues,  and  expenditures,  or  expenses,  as 
appropriate.   Resources  are  allocated  to  and  accounted  for  in  indi- 
vidual funds  based  upon  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  to  be  spent 
and  the  means  by  which  spending  activities  are  controlled.   The  var- 
ious funds  in  the  financial  statements  in  this  report  are  as  fo]lows: 

The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the  District. 
It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those 
required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

The  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  used  to  maintain  records 
of  long-lived  public  assets.   General  fixed  assets  are  recorded 
at  cost  and  no  depreciation  has  been  provided  for  on  them. 

The  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group  contains  long-term  lia- 
bilities expected  to  be  financed  from  the  General  Fund. 

Basis  of  accounting: 

The  General  Fund  records  are  maintained  on  the  modified  accrual 
method  of  accounting  whereby  tax  revenue  is  recognized  when  levied 
and  expenses  of  the  General  Fund  are  recognized  when  incurred.   Prin- 
ciple and  interest  payments  on  long-term  debt  are  considered  to  be 
obligations  of  the  General  Fund  in  the  year  in  which  amounts  are 
appropriated  to  make  such  payments.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 
1984 


As  school  nurse  at  the  Campton  Elementary  School,  I  provide  a  variety  of 
services  to  the  students  and  faculty. 

All  students  at  the  school  are  fully  immunized  in  compliance  with  the  state 
requirements.  The  Pemi-Baker  Home  Helath  Agency  provides  free  immuniza- 
tion at  clinics,  and  we  are  able  to  inform  parents  of  the  requirements  at  pre- 
school registration. 

Grades  1-5  participate  in  a  fluoride  rinse  program  which  is  sponsored  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  involves  dry  brushing  daily  with  a  fluoride  rinse 
once  a  week.  State  hygienists  come  3  times  during  the  year  to  check  students' 
teeth. 

Screening  tests  are  conducted  on  all  students.  Tests  include  vision,  hearing, 
height,  and  weight.  Color  vision  is  checked  on  incoming  students.  Blood  pres- 
sure and  posture  are  checked  in  grades  5-8.  Referrals  are  made  and  followed 
up  on.  In  some  cases,  funding  is  made  available  by  state  and  local  agencies. 

Grade  5  students  had  a  physical  exam  in  September  conducted  by  Dr.  Steve 
Elgert. 

The  school  nurse  is  also  responsible  for  administering  the  free  and  reduced 
lunch  program  which  is  federally  funded.  The  school  lunch  program,  run  by 
Susan  Bowie,  feeds  approximately  90%  of  our  students  nutritious  and  excel- 
lent meals.  A  recent  implementation  is  the  availability  of  juice  at  snack  time. 

Films  and  filmstrips  were  shown  to  all  grades  in  the  areas  of  good  health 
habits,  hygiene,  and  safety. 

Preschool  vision  and  screening  was  checked  at  a  clinic  run  by  the  state  in 
May.  Preschool  registration  was  held  at  the  Campton  School  to  meet  and  regis- 
ter all  incoming  kindergarteners.  The  registration  involves  myself,  the  kinder- 
garten teacher,  a  speech  pathologist,  and  the  resource  room  teacher. 

Much  time  is  spent  with  individual  students  checking  medical  problems, 
treating  injuries,  and  discussing  health  matters.  The  school  nurse  is  always  av- 
ailable as  a  resource  person. 

My  job  is  enhanced  by  the  cooperation  of  all  parents,  school  personnel,  and 
physicians  whom  I  wish  to  thank.

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CAMPTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
PRINICPAL'S  REPORT 


I  would  like  to  present  my  tenth  annual  report.  The  1984-85  school  year  has 
been  a  year  of  excitement.  Three  of  the  major  areas  include  school  enrollment, 
Chase  Memorial  Library,  and  the  school  building  study  committee.  The 
school  district  welcomes  two  new  members  to  the  school's  faculty  —  Christ- 
ine Quimby  as  our  new  second  grade  teacher,  and  Elaine  Batchelder  as  a  first 
grade  teacher. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  number  of  Campton  students  attending  both  the  elementary  school  and 
the  high  school  is  the  largest  ever.  Opening  day  enrollment  at  the  elementary 
school  was  228  and  the  number  of  Campton  students  at  the  high  school  was 
91 .  Enrollment  on  January  2,  1985,  was  237  at  the  elementary  school  and  89 
at  the  high  school.  The  by-grade  breakdown  is  as  follows:

The  most  dramatic  increase  in  enrollment  has  been  at  the  high  school  level. 
For  the  1985-86  school  year,  projected  enrollment  is  estimated  at  106  stu- 
dents. That  is  a  38%  increase  over  our  most  recently  completed  school  year 
1983-84. 

TOWN  LIBRARY 

The  faculty  and  administration  enthusiastically  support  the  attachment  of 
the  Chase  Memorial  Library  to  the  school  building.  The  plan  presented  by  the 
library  committee,  at  the  January  17,  1985,  hearing  represents  a  "job  well 
done."  During  the  study,  many  issues  were  raised  from  parking,  to  busing,  to 
sharing  of  the  facility.  At  the  adjourned  town  meeting,  three  options  were 
shared  and  those  present  selected  the  school  site  as  the  best  and  most  cost  ef- 
fective. 

There  seems  to  be  many  positive  possibilities  regarding  the  library  addition. 
The  school  district  is  interested  in  senior  citizen  programs — such  as  a  volun- 
teer reading  program  to  students  and  offering  the  purchase  of  school  hot 
lunches  by  senior  citizens.  The  school  is  also  open  to  ideas  which  other  people 
may  have . 
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SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

Please  review  this  committee's  report  elsewhere  in  this  publication. 

PROGRAMS 

The  attendance  at  the  annual  Christmas  program  was  the  largest  ever.  Over 
200  parents  and  200  students  were  in  the  facility,  and  your  support  is  truly  ap- 
preciated. For  the  Artist-in-the-Schools  program,  a  poet,  Janice  McGroary, 
and  a  sculptor,  Jean  Bartoli,  have  been  working  with  our  students.  Reading  Is 
Fundamental  is  an  ongoing  program  which  allows  us  to  give  each  child  three 
inexpensive  paperbacks  during  the  year.  A  new,  month-long  program  known 
as  "I  Love  To  Read"  was  enthusiastically  supported  last  year  by  students,  fac- 
ulty, and  parents. 

Included  in  the  proposed  budget  are  funds  for  a  half-time  kindergarten 
teacher  (project  enrollment  for  1985-86  is  18  students),  two  first  grade 
teachers,  and  two  second  grade  teachers.  The  enrollment  projection  for  first 
grade  is  38  and  for  second  grade  is  33.  The  additional  classroom  space  will  be 
created  by  having  the  kindergarten  share  the  library  room.  If  the  Chase  Library 
is  built,  then  the  kindergarten  will  have  their  own  room. 

One  of  the  school  district  warrant  articles  provides  for  expanding  the  music 
program  by  40%.  This  time  is  needed  to  provide  music  classes  to  our  addi- 
tional first  and  second  grade  classes,  to  provide  our  35  band  students  with  one 
standard  30-minute  lesson  per  week  in  groups  of  2-7,  and  to  provide  our  50- 
member  choral  program  with  two  periods  a  week  for  small  group  voice  les- 
sons. The  music  program  began  in  1973-74  as  a  3-day  per  week  program  with 
a  school  enrollment  of  164.  Since  that  time,  a  kindergarten  program  has  been 
added  as  well  as  two  additional  classes,  and  our  enrollment  has  increased  by 
44.5%.  Additional  time  is  needed  so  that  an  effective  program  can  be  main- 
tained. 

Our  school  and  community  is  changing.  The  topics  which  are  currently 
being  discussed  require  everyone's  input.  Please  attend  this  year's  meeting. 

I'm  going  to  end  this  report  as  I  did  one  year  ago,  for  it  expresses  my  per- 
sonal vision  of  education  and  what  I  believe  to  be  the  Principal's  mission  .  .  . 
"Our  young  people  need  schooling  and  the  schooling  must  challenge,  nurture, 
and  direct  each  student  according  to  their  potential.  I  hope  that  we  can  work  to- 
gether to  accomplish  that  goal."

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SCHOOL  BUILDING  NEEDS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

CAMPTON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

CAMPTON,  N.H. 


At  the  March  15,  1984  Campton  School  District  Meeting  a  committee  was 
voted  into  existence  under  Article  V  with  a  charge  to  "study  the  school  build- 
ing needs  of  the  Campton  School  District."  The  Committee  was  charged  to  re- 
port to  the  School  District  Meeting  which  was  adjourned  to  September  13, 
1984  to  hear  the  report.  This  is  that  report. 

During  the  six  month  period  the  Committee  met  several  times  to  create  this 
report.  The  first  meeting  included  a  tour  of  the  current  facilities  and  a  discus- 
sion of  the  physical  plant,  the  current  status  of  enrollment,  curriculum,  and  a 
general  overview  of  the  situation  including  the  effects  that  various  decisions 
made  by  the  Library  Study  Committee  and  the  voters  would  have  on  the 
school  situation.  Most  discussion  centered  on  the  possibility  of  attaching  the 
library  to  the  school  and  its  impact  on  the  entire  situation. 

COMMITTEE  CONCLUSIONS: 

1 .  The  Town  Library  should  be  built  as  an  addition  on  the  front  of  the  Elemen- 
tary School  in  the  summer  of  1985. 

2.  This  will  solve  the  space  problem  at  the  school  for  one  and  possibly  two 
years. 

3 .  A  budget  should  be  drawn  up  and  funds  appropriated  at  the  March  1 985 
School  Meeting  to  study  in  more  detail  and  plan  the  addition  of  up  to  four 
classrooms  to  the  Elementary  School. 

4.  The  School  District  should  be  prepared  to  go  ahead  with  this  construction 
as  early  as  the  summer  of  1986  if  conditions  dictate  it. 

5.  The  School  District  should  seriously  consider  the  purchase  of  additional, 
adjacent  property  for  future  use.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  demands  on  today's  public  education  system  have  never  been  more  chal- 
lenging. National  education  commissions  are  touting  excellence  as  the  pri- 
mary objective  of  schools.  School  Administration  Unit  #48  welcomes  the  op- 
portunity to  entertain  these  new  directions. 

In  general,  the  excellence  movement  and  the  reforms  it  has  generated  could 
provide  the  impetus  to  encourage  lawmakers  to  consider  different  kinds  of 
legislation.  Reform  bills  in  the  coming  state  and  federal  legislative  sessions 
may  tend  not  to  mandate  specific  action,  but  instead  to  offer  incentives  to  spur 
action  by  individual  school  districts.  Programs  for  the  gifted  and  talented, 
computers,  competency  based  testing  for  teachers  and  pupils,  school  finance 
reform,  and  revised  elementary  and  high  school  standards  are  receiving  con- 
siderable attention. 

School  Administrative  Unit  #48  achieved  regional  and  state  recognition  for 
excellence  during  1984.  This  positive  exposure  was  a  direct  result  of  a  suppor- 
tive voting  community,  an  enthusiastic  student  body,  a  motivated  teaching  and 
support  staff,  and  competent  leadership.  One  of  the  results  of  this  notoriety 
was  that  three  of  our  administrators  have  accepted  opportunities  for  profes- 
sional advancement,  each  in  a  more  lucrative  environment.  It  is  anticipated 
that  two  more  vacancies  will  be  announced  prior  to  May  1 ,  1985. 

I  am  proud  to  indicate  that  in  each  instance,  the  administrator  has  taken  ad- 
vantage of  an  opportunity  to  progress  in  the  profession.  However,  it  has  placed 
a  tremendous  burden  on  the  respective  school  boards  as  well  as  the  superinten- 
dent's office. 

As  I  have  stated  in  the  past,  a  school  cannot  exist  independently  of  the  com- 
munity it  serves.  It  exists  to  reflect  the  community's  aspirations.  This  adminis- 
tration will  continue  to  demand  and  reflect  quality.  Your  confidence  and  coop- 
eration is  cherished.  It  is  a  major  ingredient  in  our  quest  for  evolving  excel- 
lence.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENTS  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1983-1984 


Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the  total 
amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the  following  quotation: 
"Reports.  Each  Superintendent  of  a  School  Administrative  Unit  shall  annually 
prepare  a  report  of  the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail 
the  amount  paid  by  the  state  and  each  local  school  district  and  their  share  of 
same  .  .  .  Said  report  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  respective 
school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry  shall  be  made  for 
each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business  administrator 
if  any  is  in  service  in  the  unit." 

One-half  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  expenses  is  prorated  among  the 
several  school  districts  of  the  unit  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuations.  One- 
half  is  pro-rated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  school  for  the 
previous  school  year  ending  June  30th.  The  salary  of  $36,893  which  was  re- 
ceived by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  School  Administrative  Unit  #48 
during  1983-1984  was  prorated  among  the  school  districts  comprising  the 
School  Administrative  Unit.  Allowance  for  $2,300  travel  within  the  Unit  was 
also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  $30,603  for  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1983-1984 
and  travel  allowance  within  the  Unit  of  $1 ,800  was  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  table  below  shows  the  portion  of  salary  and  travel  charged  to  each 
school  district.
